2. It has also been decided that ns there Is no indigenous manufacture of heat- 
resisting glasses of the type required for use in incandescent lamps and as 
ordinary glass strmips are not satisfactory for the purpose, established importers 
may import heat-resisting glass to the extent of 20 percent of the value of spare 
parts of lamps imported by them against such licences. Manufacturers of 
mcandescent lamps who have obtained licences for the Import of parts for 
the manufacture of incandescent lamps will also bt allowed to Import heat- 
resisting glass upto the extent of 20 per cent o( the value ot spares Imported b^;
